The scuttle 
butt aboard ship was a 
gathering place for sailors 
where they could get a drink 
of fresh water from a scuttle 
or cask attached to a butt, 
the opening in the cask 
which had been replaced by 
a pump connected to tanks of 
water in the ship’s hold. 
Sailors gathered around the 
scuttle butt to gossip and 
pass the time.
